ADMISSION  AND  ATTENDANCE. 


Candidates  for  admission  must  bring  a  certificate  of 
good  moral  character;  and  if  from  any  institution,  a 
certificate  of  honorable  dismission  irom  the  proper 
authorities. 

All  students  of  the  Academy  are  required  to  attend 
daily  prayers,  religious  services  on  the  Lord's  day,  and 
all  exercises  of  instruction  and  recitations  as  are  as- 
signed them. 

Students  regularly  advanced  with  their  classes  in  the 
courses  of  study,  are  required  too  return  promptly  to 
the  Academy  at  the  opening  of  the  session. 

HISTORY  AND   AIM. 

The  Albion  Academy  was  designed  to  prepare  young 
men  and  women  to  he  teachers  in  schools  intended  for 
the  instruction  of  colored  people  in  the  Southern  States. 

It  was  organized  by  the  late  Rev.  Moses  A.  Hopkins, 
its  first  Principal,  and  aided  by  his  Presbyterian  friends 
North  and  South. 

Like  all  schools,  at  its  commencement,  it  had  many 
obstacles  to  fight.  Bur  by  prayer,  and  the  indefatiga- 
ble energy  and  push  of  its  founder,  it  grew  gradually 
until  it  attracted  the  public  in  such  a  way,  that  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  feeling  the  need  of  having  in- 
telligent, warmhearted  citizens  who  will  exercise  their 
right  of  suffrage  intelligently,  and  for  the  good  of  then- 
country,  the  elevation  of  the  race,  and  the  glory  of 
God,  established  six  Normals,  and  located  one  at 
Franklinton,  in  connection  with  the  Albion  Academy. 

The  Albion  Presbyterian  Sabbath  School  at   Albion 
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Now  York,  was  the  tirsi"  anions  the  many  friendly  Sab- 
bath Schools  at  the  North,  to  open  its  hands  freely  to- 
wards the  school.  And  it  has  stood  with  the  work 
since  its  infancy,  ami  it  still  stands  as  firm  as  ever, 
nursing  and  earing  for  it. 

Other  Sabbath  Schools  have  followed  in  this  charita- 
ble work;  as  well  as  churches  and  individuals. 

The  aim  of  the  school  in  all  its  departments,  is  to  be 
thorough  and  practical.  To  prepare  competent,  conse- 
crated workers  who  will  meet  the  immediate  needs  of 
the  people  in  making  better  their  homes,  purer  their 
hearts,  and  wider  their  usefulness  in  the  fields  which  are 
being  offered  to  them. 

It  is  also  to  prepare  young  men  and  women  for  our 
higher  Colleges,  as  Lincoln,  Hid  die  and  Howard  Univer- 
sities; or  any  other  of  their  choice. 

AID  AND  SELF-SUPPORT. 

The  Albion  Academy  was  founded  to  bring  the  bene- 
fits of  a  Christian  education  within  the  reach  of  worthy 
colored  youths  of  both  sex.  This  end  is  encouraged 
here,  by  providing,  convenient  buildings  for  study  and 
residence,  where  those  who  comply  with  the  conditions 
of  admission  are  welcomed,  and  made  comfortable;  and 
by  the  diligent  training  of  the  students  in  all  parts  of 
such  an  education. 

The  Academy  bill  is  only  $ 50.00,  every  charge  in  this 
bill  is  indispensible.  And  every  student  is  expected  to 
meet  this  bill. 

Board,  $5.63  per  month,  and  this,  strictly  in  advance. 

Washing  may  be  secured  for  50  or  75  cts.  per  month. 
Books  about  $5.00. 

PERSONAL   EXPENSES. 

Apart  from  his  School  bill,  the  student  must  have  a 
lamp,  and  supply  it  with  oil.  Towels,  sheets  and  pil- 
low-cases, he  must  bring.  Should  he  become  sick,  there 
is  the  doctor's  bill,  and  the  expense  of  medicine.     Each 
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student  must  provide  for  these  beforehand  or  they  will 
distress  him.  The  School  becomes  responsible  in  no 
way  for  these  incidental  expenses. 

Many  benevolent  friends  of  the  Negro  are  co-opera  ting 
with  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  in  providing  aid  for 
those  worthy  students,  who  will  devote  their  time  to 
diligent  study;  and  who  will  use  their  education  for  the 
good  of  others.  Those  who  can  pay  their  own  bills, 
need  only  comply  with  the  regulations,  and  they  will  be 
admitted  to  the  standing  in  the  classes  for  which  their 
previous  training  has  fitted  them.  But  no  earnest 
young  man  or  woman  of  good  abilities  and  moral 
character  need  be  discouraged  from  seeking  the  advan- 
tages here  offered. 

Applicants  should  apply  for  admission  to  the  Presi- 
dent, Rev.  John  A.  Savage,  or  the  Secretary  of  the 
Faculty,  Mrs.  .Jas.  W.  Wilson,  and  state  in  their  appli- 
cation what  progress  they  have  made  in  study,  and 
their  ability  to  meet  the  expenses  of  education. 

BOARDING. 

Board  is  furnished  to  the  students,  in  the  Academy 
boarding-hall  on  the  school  grounds,  for  $5.03  per 
month  in  advance.  The  board  is  neat  for  the  price. 
No  student  need  expect  $10.00  board  for  $5.63.  The 
School  is  not  responsible  for  students  boarding  off  the 
School  grounds. 

LIBRARY. 

The  libary  contains  about  300  volumes,  and  about 
600  magazines  and  miscellaneous  pamphlets,  and  it  is 
supplied  with  a  few  weekly  papers.  The  Library  is 
open  every  day  except  Sunday,  from  12  to  1,  P.  M.  and 
from  5  to  6,   P.  M.

SCHOLARSHIP. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  School  from  its  infancy 
to  help  those  who  by  energy  and  perseverance  try  to 
help  themselves.  We  help  no  one,  nor  do  we  ask  our 
friends  at  the  North  to  help  any  in  their  course  who 
come  to  us  empty-handed,  unable  to  help  themselves. 
We  require  each  one  whom  we  aid  to  aid  himself  or  her- 
self first.  Therefore  in  behalf  of  those  who  by  energy 
ar:d  perseverance  try  to  stand  alone  first,  we  humbly 
ask  our  friends  in  the  North  who  feel  an  interest  in  the 
Neirro,  and  who  see  it  the  surest  and  onlv  means  to  ele- 
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vate  him,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  students,  by  giving 
partial  Scholarships  of  |15.()0  for  the  support  of  wor- 
thy young  men  and  women.  The  Scholarships  are  in- 
tended to  aid  and  not  support.  We  further  aid  that  a 
scholar  may  be  enabled  to  make  a,  full  term  and  we  ex- 
tend our  aid  to  no  other. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

We  feel  encouraged  despite  the  many  threntenings 
which  have  over-shadowed  us.  God  is  indeed  blessing 
the  work.  We  have  had  no  serious  sickness  or  death, 
every  one  seems  to  be  in  good  health.  Friends  have 
helped  us;  others  gave  us  encouragement;  so  that  we 
feel  a  double  inspiration  to  do  more.  The  scholars  are 
orderly;  they  are  earnest  and  diligent— many  came 
here  to  us  comparatively  stupid,  but  their  short  stay  re- 
vealed a  power  of  mind  surprising.  Many  have  gone 
from  here  to  higher  schools  and  colleges  such  as  Lin- 
coln, Biddle,  Fisk  and  Howard  Universities;  others 
again  are  doing  a  great  work  as  teachers  and  tradesmen 
in  the  various  parts  of  the  South.  God  is  caring  for 
the  work  through  benevolent  friends  of  the  North  and 
South.  But  now  we  make  an  especial  appeal  to  the 
kind  friends  North  and  South  to  aid  us.  The  Board  for 
the  Freed  men  in  the  South  as  the  agent  for  the  Presby- 
terian church  of  these  United  States  of  America  is  giving 
to  the  work  a  large  and  liberal  support;  and  it  is  in 
hearty  co-operation  with  the  work  done.  But  its  hands 
are  tied  to  do  more.  The  Christian  public  is  asked  to 
help  do  the  work;  it  is  consecrated  to  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  uplifting  of  the  Negro  race. 

Dear  friends,  now  is  the  time  to  come  to  our  aid.  This 
is  the  chance  which  God  has  given  to  you  to  help  his 
people.  You  can  not  yourself  be  a  soldier  in  this  war 
against  vice,  ignorance  and  superstition,  but  you  can 
here  train  a  substitute  to  fight  for  von. 
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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTS ENT. 

This  is  the  in m i ii  feature  of  the  school;  and  it  was 
tin's  that  act .hated  the -ft iends  of  this  work  to  prepare 
the  youii^  ladies  and  young  men  v  ho  com;4  bo  us.  to 
add  to  the  beauty  of  their  homes;  as  well  as  to  be  useful 
in  all  the  requirements  of  life.  And  it  is  to  this  end 
that  we  are  strenuously  working,  in  order  that  this  de- 
partment may  furnish  to  our  boys,  and  especially  girls, 
what  they  so  much  need  in  the  building  up  of  their  race. 

The  needs  of  this  department  are  greater  than  any 
other,  because  of  the  Negro's  lack  of  training  arid  prac- 
tice in  the  art  of  home-making.  How  then  may  this  be 
reached?  They  must  be  taught  the  art  of  needle- work: 
ordinary  and  fancy.  They  must  know  how  to  cut  and 
fit.  They  are  taught  how  to  cook  and  wash,  but  to 
sew.  they  muse  have  a  teacher  in  this  department.  A 
teacher  can  be  secured  for  $150.00,  and  this  is  at  its 
closest  figures.  Some  Missionary  boxes  will  put  our 
girls  to  sewing.  The  department  must  have  sewing 
materials.    The  demand  is  imperative. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

The  Garfield  Literary  Society  meets  every  Friday  af- 
ternoon. The  literary  exercises  consist  of  speaking,  es- 
says and  debate.  All  students  of  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment are  required  to  take  part  in  the  exercises  of  the 
Garfield  Literary  Society. 

The  Society  is  controlled  by  laws  drawn  up  by  it, 
and  executed  by  officers  chosen  from  its  own  members, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty.

And  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  railroad 
Station.

BUILDINGS. 

Darling;  Hall  is  a  dormitory  for  the  girl  students;  also 
Stamford  Hall,  each  having  the  capacity  to  accommo- 
date twenty.  The  Academy  Hall  contains  eight  recita- 
tion rooms,  and  a  large  hall  for  all  public  exercises.  The 
value  of  the  property  is  estimated  at  eight  thousand 
dollars,  (f 8,000.00).  This  property  is  in  the  care  of 
the  Freed  men's  Board,  Pittsburg,  Pa.
